Regarding claims 1-7, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a method of allocating 
to communication units transmit time slots in a communication channel that implements a 
pseudo-token, ping-pong channel access protocol wherein a receiving unit obtain the

Regarding claims 16-24, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a communication 
device for communicating over a communication channel that implements a pseudo- 
token based access scheme wherein a receiving communication device obtain the right to 
transmit on the channel with the receipt of a data packet, the device comprises a token 
assignment module for interrupting the token-based channel access scheme when a 
communication device's transmission time slot is overridden by a transmission from a 
higher priority communication device, in combination with other limitations, as specified 
in the independent claims 16, and 24.
